Rae Cuts Back on a Promise 

Last month the NDP 
government delivered a hard 
blow to post-secondary 
institutions with funding cuts, 
increasing tuition fees and 
eliminating grants to the 
Ontario Student Assistance 
Program (OSAP). 

The Ontario 

Community College Student 
Parliamentary Association, 
(OCCSPA/APPECO) is 
opposed to these drastic cuts. 
OCCSPA/APECCO 
President, Doug Wilson, said 
“Anything less than two 
percent is an insult to the 
colleges. Such significant 
budget cuts mean that colleges 
will be forced to examine 
alternative means of funding 
which could result in cuts to 
necessary student services 
such as Library hours, 
parking, and equipment.” 

Jocelyn Dance, 
president of George Brown 
College’s Student 

Administrative Council says, 
“I have great difficulty 
accepting these provincial 
funding cuts. Especially 
when the Rae government 
promised to freeze tuition as 
an election campaign 
promise.” In 1991 alone, 
147,000 students relied on 
OSAP. 

August 20, 1990 Rae 
was quoted in the Globe and 
Mail, “True fiscal 
irresponsibility is leaving 
people unemployed and idle 
and hungry and overtaxed at 
a . time when we are in a 
recession and we have 
political means to turn that 
around...” 

OCCSPA/APECCO 
students are the future of 
Ontario but rising costs of 
education and low student 
confidence in their ability to 
afford to continuetheir studies 
means Ontario’s future is in 
jeopardy. 

OCCSPA/APECCO is 
a student-run, bilingual 
organization committed to the 
pursuit of excellence in 
education. OCCSPA/ 
APECCO represents over 
10,000 community college 
students throughout Ontario. 


HERE’S HOW OSAP IS GOING TO CHANGE 

*This Year, most OSAP students get a grant or a loan or both. 

*In 1993/94, most OSAP students won’t get grants, but they will have improved access to loan. Also, 
students who need to borrow more than $5,570 a year, on the average, won’t have to pay back 
anything over that amount for that year. And students who have child-care expenses or have special 
needs because of disabilities will get bursaries to help with their expenses. 

*This Year, a total of $668 million is available to help students. 

*In 1993/93, a total of $800 million will be available to students who need help paying for their post¬ 
secondary education. 

*This Year, students who earn more than $19,100 a year after they graduate can’t get any help paying 
the interest on their provincial loans. Studentswho earn less than that can apply to have the 
government pay 100% of the interest on their loans for 18 months. 

*In 1993/94, students who earn up to $20,100 a year will be able to get help paying 100% of the 
interest on their provincial loans and students who earn between $20,100 and $35,000 will be able to 
get help paying part of the interest they owe. This help will still be available for up to 18 months. 

*This year, there is a $2.7 million available to help students who are taking academic upgrading 
programs. 

*In 1993/94, there will be double the help-$5.4 million-available to these students in groups that have 
been found to need extra help, for example. Aboriginal students, francophones, persons with 
disabilities, people who get social assitance, sole-support parents, and visible minorities. 

*This year, the Ontario Work-Study Program has a budget of $2.7 million. This program pays 75% of 
the salary of a student who works part-time at a college or university. The school pays the other 25%. 
*In 1993/94, the program will work the same way, but the budget will be doubled to $5.4 million. 

The extra monry will go to students in the groups mentioned above.

H Campus Development 

Phase One 

TO ALL STAFF, STUDENTS AND ADVISORY COMMITTEE MEMBERS 
Shaping our future 

Today the Minister of Colleges and Universities. Richard Allen, announced a $ 13-million capital funding grant for 
George Brown College, to be paid over the next three years. These funds are to be spent in moving Kensington 
programs to St. James and Casa Loma campuses. We will receive $2.5-million this year, $5.5-million next-year, and 
$5-million the year after. We have not yet received funds for relocation of Nightingale. 

This grant confirms the important role that our college plays in education and training in the community and 
the province. It signals the start of our Campus Development Plan - an exciting, multi-phase, three- to four-year 
effort to develop better physical facilities, improve student life and lower college operating costs by moving from 
four campuses to two. Over the next few years, we will prepare George Brown College for the future by upgrading 
our buildings, improving classrooms, creating new facilities and relocating some programs. 

Environmental experts have examined all college space. They reviewed how the space is used, how often it is 
used, and how well it serves the needs of staff and students. Employees at every level in every area of the college, as 
well as students, have contributed their ideas in special focus groups. 

Very soon we will be finalizing the reports from the focus groups, developing recommendations, and presenting 
the Master Space Plan to the the Board of Governors for approval. 

The Master S p a cc Plan will set a schedule for the relocations from Kensington to SL James and Casa Loma and 
determine w'Kere programs and services should be located. At the same time, we will continue to seek sources of 
funding that will allow us to eventually relocate Nightingale programs to St. James and Casa Loma campuses, and 
fully implement the Campus Development Plan. 

A master plan - phase one 

During the next four months, we will prepare new space for the Retail Meat Cutting program in the School 
of Hospitality building at St. James, and upgrade space at 160 Kendal at Casa Loma for the Furniture Production 
and Design, Woodworking and Finishing, and Upholstery programs. All of these programs are currently located 
at Kensington. 

In addition to preparing new space for Meat Cutting and Furniture, Phase One will create several specially 
designed prototype classrooms. An advisory committee made up of staff and students has given input into the 
design. Upon completion, these clean, comfortable, well-equipped rooms will be timetabled for use by all divisions, 
and feedback from students and staff who use the classrooms will be incorporated into the final design. 

A team effort 

1 would like to thank the staff and students who have participated in the focus groups and have contributed 
their time and energy to the development of the Master Space Plan. Please read the questions and answers 
on the following pages. If you have questions or concerns about any part of the plan, contact your focus group 
coordinator, your SAC president or union representative, or send written questions to the President’s Office. 
Campus Development will also be discussed at Town Hall meetings to be held in January for staff at all campuses.
